Russia For 'Parallel’ SALT, A-Talks 


AfOSCOW, June S5 (nPI>.— 
Porcign Minister Andrei A. Gro¬ 
myko urged today that five-power 
tnJk.s ou nuclear arms be held 
"in parallel" with Sovlet-Amerl- 
i-nn strategic arms Umitation 
talks. 

Mr. Gromyko, in a rare.. in¬ 
formal chat with newsmen at a 
diplomatic cocktail reception at 
the Argentine Embassy, took issue 
with American suggestions that 
the five-power talks should await 
the outcome of the 'salt n^- 
tiations. 

"Zn the opinion of the Soviet 
government there is no relation¬ 
ship between negotiations for 
nuclear .di.’iarmament among the

SALT talks," Mr. Gromyko said. 

"There should be two parallel 
negotiations," he said, "which 
should not toterfere with . each 
other." 

Although he did not mention it, 
Mr. Gronyko . apparently', was 
taking issue with public state¬ 
ments representatives of the.

The court also continued a 
lower court ruling forbidding The 
Times from publishing articles 
based on documents that the gov¬ 
ernment contends would be 
harmful to toe natlonrJ Interest 
and extended that ruling to ap¬ 
ply to The Post 

'Under . previous lower court 
rulings. The Post would have been 
able to eontiziue publication of 
toe documents without restric¬ 
tion in its editions tomorrow. 
Under the Supreme Court order, 
only those parts of toe Poitagon 
study deemed not injurious to 
national security may be pub¬ 
lished. 

First Such Ban 

The temporary ban was toe 
first ever imposed by toe high 
court against any newspaper. 

The court also ordered that all 
items the government contended 
were bannful, including toe "spe¬ 
cial appendix’'—a list of docu¬ 
ments the government is anxious 
to suppress—must be turned over 
to It by 5 pjn.

WASHINGTON, June 35 CUPD. 
— The Senate Appropriations 
Committee roted today to end 
20 years of - secret Central in¬ 
telligence Agency financing of Ra¬ 
dio Rree .Eurtgie and Radio Liber¬ 
ty. which beam propaganda to 
Enstem Surope. 

The committee proposed that

lion to $35 niilllon a year — 
be borne by the 17.8. Information 
Agency, which c^erates the Voice 
of America. 

Unlike the Voice of America, 
Radio Free Europe and Radio 
Liberty haw'. claimed to be 
privately supported, non>g;ovem- 
mental operations.

Laos Reds Ask Cease-Fire, 


Talks With Other Factions 


PARIS, June 24 fReutersl.—The 
mo-Comnuinist Pathet Lao move¬ 
ment has proposed a cease-fire 
in Laos followed by talks between 
the different groups in the coun¬ 
try to bring about "peace and 
national agreement," it was dis¬ 
closed here today. 

The proposal was contained in 
a ielegr^ from the Pathet Iao 
leader. Prince Souphanouv'ong. to 
Premier Souvanna Phouma, which 
was made public hy the North 
Vietnamese delegation to the 
Paris peace ialks today. 

The telegram, sent on Tuesday, 
acknowledged a letter from Sou- 
vansaPhouma to Souphanouvong, 
but said that the -premier liad 
not given satisfactory replies to 
earU» prcvosals pat forward by 
the Pathet Loo. leader. 

Souphanouvong accused the 
United States of intensifying its 
"war of ag g r ess io n " in Lws and 
called for a quick and uncondi¬ 
tional end to US. bombing of 
lAotian territory* 

Re then made two proposals: 

“1. An i' mediate cease-fire on 
the whole of Laotian territory, 
which would include the end of 
American bombing and a cease¬ 
fire on the spot by the armed 
forces of Laos with an end to all 
enemy military activities on land 
and in the air, ah sets of viola¬ 
tion or encroachment against the 


sene under the control of the op¬ 
posing side. 

”2. Immediately after the cease¬ 
fire on the whole of Laotian ter¬ 
ritory, the lAotlan parties con¬ 
cerned would discuss all tbe ques¬ 
tions of cammon interest with 
the aim of bringing about peace 
and natinnftl agreement. The 
meetings would take place alter¬ 
nately on the Plain of Jars and 
Vientiane." 

Souphanouvong said tbe aim uf 
_) immediate return to peace, 
lollowed by reconsbructicn of the 
country was wished for by tbe 
Laotian king and by pngres ^ ve 
peo^ in the United States.

MADRID. June 25 ^Reuters), 
n—A committee of the Cortes 
'parllamentt has approved a law 
empowering the government to 
Impose summary fines up to a 
million pesetas i‘S14.300i on Its 
critics with the alternative of 
up to three months’ detenUou. 

The parliamentary internal-af¬ 
fairs committee approved the 
government bill last m ght. after 
a two-week debate. It will be¬ 
come law after approval by a 
plenary session of the Coitea 
next month, but this Is only a 
formality. 

The measure will enable the 
government to Impose fines four 
and rive limes as heaty as in 
the past on those it considers 
guDty of “acts against public 
order,” without going through 
tlie courts. 


Who Can Impose lines 
The cabinet itself will be able 
to impose the maximum fine, 
and the interior minister wiD 
be able to fines, up to 

500,000 pesetas f$7.150>, with 
similar detention for those who 
default. 

The national police chief will 
be able to Impose fines up to 
250,000 pesetas f$3,5TSi. with an 
alternative ot 60 days' deten¬ 
tion. and provincial civil gov¬ 
ernors up to 100,000 pesetas 
<S1,430), with an alternative of 
30 days' detention. 


Journalist Sentenced 
Meanwhile a Spanish military 
court today convicted journalist 
Julio Camarero of slandering the 
military authorities lu an article 
he wrote In a Madrid newspaper 
and sentenced liim to six months 
aitd a day In prisoa 
The ai'tlcle, In the evening 
newspaper Pueblo last July, as¬ 
serted. that a man called Cssi- 
miro Peito. who was tried by a 
military tribunal, was condemned 
to death for a crime he had not 
committed. 

Mr. Feito was tried in 1IK9 and 
found guilty of aiding rebellion. 
He was sentenced to death, but 
the sentence was later commuted 
to 30 years in prison. Later am¬ 
nestied and fr^d. he told Mr. 
Camarero bis story, 

Ifie journalist intends to ap¬ 
peal against his conviction. He 
probably will not go to prison, 
because terras of less than a year 
in Spain are usually not served 
by first offenders, unless the ac* 
cused is convicted again.

U.S. Spy Base in India Eyes

l<rEW DELHI, June 25.—To re¬ 
place a lost spy base in Pakistan, 
the United States has installed 
highly classified electronics sys¬ 
tems In India to monitor Chinese 
nuclear and missile activities. 

Tlie sj'stem, based in north 
India, is manned by American 
personnel from tbe D^ense Com- 
munications Agency, the Penta¬ 
gon's centralized conununications 
establishment. 

Installations include at least 
six radar units, quietly supplied 
to India in a clandestine Pen¬ 
tagon program despite the sup¬ 
posed cutoff of UB. military aid 
to India which followed its clash 
with Pakistan in 1965. There has 
been no open American military 
mission here since withdrawal 
ol the UB. military advisory 
group shortly after that outbreak. 

The system serves much the 
same purpose as the former 
electronic spy base at Peshawar 
in northern Pakistan and as the 
radars set up in Turkey to 
monitor Soviet missile and space 
installations in southern Russia.

Brandt Ctdls for Resumption 
Of Talks Between Germanys

BERLIN, June 25 fNYT).—The 
ambassadois of tbe United States, 
Britain, France anrt the Soviet 
'Union failed today to achieve 
progress at the Hid- meeting of 
their confidential talks aimed at 
improving tbe Berlin situation. 

“The diplomats Tnarirg^ time,” 
an aide said, “in the absence of 
new Russian instructions." Rus¬ 
sian negotiators have told the 
West unofficially they expect 
further instructions from Moscow 
that might resolve some of tbe 
remaining differences. But they 
warned that the fresh approach 
may take some time looming . 

The present deadlock was in 
contrast to earlier reports of 
progress registered by officials in 
the last two months. 

Western offleials said the Big 
Four envoys have decided to con¬ 
tinue their conference without a 
summer break, with meetings 
slated at normal intervals of two 
to three weeks. The next ses¬ 
sion is scheduled for July 8. In 
between, tbe diplomatic experts, 
who carry the bulk of the woris 
load. wlD continue to meet. 

One of the remaining stiunbling 
blocks in the negotiations, which 
opened IS months ago, is Bonn’s 
link with the divided dty, isolated 
110 miles inside East Oetmany. 

Observers noted that the East 
Cennans, long adamant in seek¬ 
ing to cut those ties, today took 
a more accommodating stand in 
an editorial in their party paper, 
Neues Deutschland. 


BONN. June 25 (NYT>.—Chan¬ 
cellor WlUy Brandt said today 
that it is time to resume talts 
on establishing formal relations 
between the two Germanys. 

At the annual meeting of the 
Foreign Policy Society, the West 
German leader said; 

*nie differences that divide us. 
as deep-reaching as toey are. do 
not jastuy delaying the move¬ 
ment toward relaxation of ten¬ 
sions and a secure peace even for 
one day. It is time that both 
governments talk to each othe* 
about regulating relatioDs of both 
states." 

The' remarks were apparently 
aimed at' Bast Germany’s new 
leader, Ekich Bonecker. who suc¬ 
ceeded Walter Uibricht as Com¬ 
munist party chief last month. 

Thlks between Bast and West 
Germany were broken off a year 
ago at Kassel after Mr. Brandt 
and Premier WOli Stoph found 
they could reach no common 
gi'ound. 

In the meetings at Kn^eT and 
earlier in Erfurt, East Germany, 
tlie East German side iTMditt ad 
that Bonn giYe “full diplomatic 
recognition” to East Berlin, a 
favorite formula of Mr. Uibricht. 
Bonn^ response was that rela¬ 
tions between the.two states could 
not be of the habitual diplomatic 
character because Germany still 
constitutes one nation.

Welcome to our Super 
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Britain’s Great Debate 


The Common Market has been dtscussed 
!n Britain for years; now It must be debated, 
^and much hangs on the outcome. Both. 
Labor and Conservative governments have 
supported their country's entry into Eu¬ 
rope; both Labor and Conservative parties 
have always contained vocal dissidents on 
the issue. Facts as practical as a fisherman’s 
livelihood and historical analogies going 
back to the Conquest (IC not to Alfred the 
Great*) have been cited on both sides of 
the argument. This summer should see the 
whole dichotomy crystallsed, In the minds 
of the members of Parliament If not of the 
people, and the decision rendered. 

The actual negotiations with the Six have 
given answers to most of the specific ques¬ 
tions raised against the British association 
In Britain, from Commonwealth sugar to 
the fate of the marginal crofters. Not all the 
answers will be satisfactory to all the ob¬ 
jectors. of course; the compcomise on New 
Zealand butter may seem eminently reason¬ 
able to some, but a “sell-out’' to others. And 
the details of the agreements are sure to 
create a great deal of haggling and ob¬ 
fuscation. Nevertheless, It would seem, from 
a -point outside the fog of battle, that the 
specifics have been dealt with faMy, and 
that the debate should hang on the basic 
premises of the Common Market. 

These are two-fold in essence. One aspect 
is that the dynamism of Europe—a Europe 
deprived of colonial empire but rich In 
human and technologlcaL resources—should 
not be dissipated In political or economic 
competition. The other Is virtnally a corol¬ 
lary of the first: that a divided Europe Is 
In a poor position to compete w^th such 
existing economic giants as the United 
States, the Soviet Union and Japan. To 


maintain a high standard of living, a Eu¬ 
ropean role In the world, and a reasonable 
counter-balance to the ^ants. Europe needs 
both the Market and Its diplomatic implica¬ 
tions. 

For Britain, this can Involve hard choices. 
When isth-centory "splendid Isolation” prov¬ 
ed impractical, Britoxis turned to such con¬ 
cepts as imperial federation, and Anglo- 
Saxon hegemony. Neither worked for any 
length of time. It is said now that the British 
are the only people who still believe in the 
Commonwealth, and the Churchllllao “spe¬ 
cial asociation” with the United States would 
almost inevitably mean a British tall to an 
American kite, in cold fact, when the mili¬ 
tary chips were down, Britain has always 
opted for that Continent which begins (like 
other things) at Calais, rather than for either 
dominion over palm and pine or the ties of 
a common misunderstanding of the works 
of WUllam. Shakespeare. 

In both of the critical cases, the choice 
of the Continent was obscured by Common¬ 
wealth support and the eventual entry of 
the New World to maintain the balance of 
the Old. And both, were very costly in men 
and money; both disappointing in long¬ 
term results. To accept a more or less per¬ 
manent. and Intimate, link to Europe is not 
only offensive to xenophobes, but puts a 
period to an Old story of Imperial glory and 
more recent theories about socialism in one 
country. In Britain’s debate—however admix¬ 
ed with purely political or narrowly national 
considerations—there are great emotional 
and intehMtuBl issues at stake. It is to be 
hoped that Britain will settle for a greater 
EnEope. rather than a Uttler England, but 
the detached observer must sympathize with 
a nation in its moment of lamQi. 


Trade Conflict With Japan 


The most troublesome problems between 
Japan and the Ihiited States remain those In 
the economic area. The Japanese textile In¬ 
dustry has said it would put into effect July 1 
Its tffogram of sell-restraint on textile ex¬ 
ports to the United States. Uhder this 
program, overall Japanese textile shimnents 
to America would grow by 5 percent in the 
next 12 months and by 6 percent in each 
of the following two years, but there would 
be so specific quotas on. categories of 
products. r 

The Nixon administration, hard-pressed by 
the American textile Industry, regards these 
restraints as inadequate. It is now. putting 
heavy pressure on the smaller Aslan coun¬ 
tries—Taiwan, South Korea and Hong Kong 
•—to adopt tighter category-by-catagory limits 
on textile exports to the United States. Sen. 
Javits of New York has told the Senate that, 
once the administratlim gets these agree¬ 
ments with the smaller Aslan countries, it 
can use the Agricultural Act of 1956 to im¬ 
pose compulsory textile quotas on Japan. Re 
suggests that the Japanese shape their own 
unilateral restraints to meet the terms the 
united States is seeking wl^ other Aslan 
countries. 

Japan—facing tough, lower-cost competi¬ 
tion in textiles from the undwdeveloped 
countries—is gmng to be a declining producer 
and exporter of textlltt in any ease. The 
Japanese government has taken note of this 
XHTOspect by launching a broad adjustment- 
assistanee program to help llims get out of 
the textile business and into areas vriime 
they can compete more effectively. 


Titter curbs on textile exports may be a 
reasonable price for imimved Japanese- 
American trade relations. As Sen. Javits ob¬ 
served. disposition of the textile Issue could 
clear the road for congressional movement 
on "forward-looking’^ trade legislation, it 
would also remove the threat of a repre¬ 
hensible but dangerous attack on the 
Okinawa treaty by the sizable “textile bloc” 

• in Congress. 

Japan is finally waking up to the need to 
get rid of Its own proted3dxi^tbax3d^li^i'- 
trade and for^gn investment. Xt^'is dfiiman- " 
tUng its import quo^ Kb a good pace but is 
still moving too slowly on fordgn invest¬ 
ment. 

However, Japan’s belated moves toward 
Uberalization are unlikely to solve the heavy 
imbalance in trade and payments that has 
developed vis-a-vis the United States and 
other countries as a result of undemlustioa 
of the yen and the consequent cheapness of 
Japanese goods. 

Premier Sato, under heavy pressure from 
Japanese exporters, is laoclaiming his 
determination to hOld the yen at its ju'esent 
rate of 360 to the dollar. But If Japan does 
not upvalue. It vrin inevitably foster protec¬ 
tionist inressures against It in other coun¬ 
tries. A levaloation of the yen is by no 
means opposed to Japan’s overall interests; 
it would increase Japanese purchadng power 
in foreign markets, ixovlde more goods for 
consumers at home, heh> check Inflation and 
pave the way for liberal trade on a multi¬ 
lateral basis.

Labor and Its Lemmings

T ONDON.—It is not only to 
^ myth that kingdoms are lost 
for want of a nail. In the real 
world, what seem little matters 
of tiwiTTig and procedure may 
affect great political events. So 
history may see the decision of 
the Brltlrii lAbor party's execu¬ 
tive, just taken, to bold a special 
par^ conference next month on 
whether this country should join 
the European Common JStorket. 

The move for an early party 
meeting was pressed by tbe aji- 
out opponents of British entty. 
Their victoiy was wildly cheered 
by the partyb left. wing. But 
why should they care so much? 
What real difference does it make 
to tham whether Laborb dde- 
gates constoer the market issue 
in July or to tiieir rHUlar con¬ 
ference at the beginning of Octo¬ 
ber? It is in the search tor that 
motive that tbe slgDlflcance of 
tbe little procedural step may 
appear. 

One theory with weighty sup¬ 
port is that Labor's anti-mar¬ 
keteers are not gomg to be sa¬ 
tisfied with a party vote to op¬ 
pose ratification of the terms 
n^otlated with the market by 
the Consenrative government. 
They want to go on to a com¬ 
mitment that the next labor gov- 
onment would pull Britain out 
of the European coonnunlty. 

At Stake 

8u6h -an objective on the part 
of the aixtlpmarket gr ou p, would 
oplato its ffmphftsts on the early 
qwclal meeting. For if the party 
waited until October to take a 
stand against ratifying the treaty, 
another year would pass before 
the next conference could con¬ 
sider the more extreme position.

Species of Fantagy 

But it is another matter tor 
one wing of the party to force 
through a public commitment 
that a Labor government 'would 
undo Britain^ most important 
internationBl undertaking in a 
very long time. How <whiiii men 
who deeply believe in the EurO' 
pean venture run on a plat¬ 
form? And they pygimje the 
Labcff party's deputy leader, Boy 
jenktos, and its ^lokeamen on 
foreign and defense aftain, Denis 
Healey, BaxtM Lever and George 
Thomson. 

It jta^ be said that a pledge 
to take ^tato out of tiw Oom- 
man Atorket is a spedee of toa- 
tasy.

But today sources with 
access to the reports on his In¬ 
terrogation said that Mr. Fedo- 
seyev actually anlved In Britain 
early this month. 

This means that the British 
have questioned him lor between 
one and three weeks. So far 
they have refused to make public 
such relatively unimportant facts 
as the names and ages of Mr. 
Pedoseyev^ wife, son and daugh¬ 
ter. all still in the Soviet Unioa 

But sources 'with knowledge of 
the interrogations have given 
these few details: 

• Mr. Pedoseyev. 61. is ■ a 
prominent electronics engineer. 
He is a technician rather than 
a planner. 

• He has no direct role In 
the Soviet space pzx^ram, but 
his theories and his work could 
have "tar^iential applications" 
there. This is one of the subjects 
he is being questioned about.

Mr. Moczar was elevated into 
the new ruling Politburo of party 
leader Edward Gterek last De¬ 
cember, when Wladyalaw Go- 
mulka was ousted from power 
during bloody food-price ri<^. 

His political deriine started in 
early April with unconfirmed re¬ 
ports that he had suffered a 
heart attack. Whatever the 
cause, he disappeared from the 
public eye for nearly two months. 

Soiuues hinted that Mr. Gier^ 
oTtri tfr.

Mr. Moezar still bolds a seat

Jish an agenda for formal nego¬ 
tiations between Prime Minister 
' Ian Smith and Britisli leaders. 

Another British envoy. Philip 
Mansfield, chief political officer 
in the Rhodes'ia department of 
the Phreign Office, hes been 
holding dosed-door talks with 
Rhodesian officials since his ar^ 
rival three days aga 

The British probe is aimed at 
finding out whether Uiere are 
enough areas of agreement be¬ 
tween the British and Rhodesians 
to Justify the zeopening of ne¬ 
gotiations—and, presumably, to 
offer at least a chance of success. 

A bitter "family” feud flared 
when Rhodesia unilaterally seiz¬ 
ed independence from British 
colonial rule In 1965. There Is 
general agreement in the Rhode¬ 
sian capital that the chances of 
a settlement are better now than 
ever.

June 25 OBT).—Next Wednesday a sale at Cbrlstie^ 
focus attention on one of the most significant trends in the art 
market: the rise of "the precious art**—mlniahires painted on 
enamel, gold snuffboxes and otto objects made on a. s m a l l scale 
in miitertftTit thi^ gjve them the appearance of jewdry. 

Some of the finer objects in a ^e three wedcs ago at Christie's 
vent for sti^gering pri^ a poitalt of Sir Pkands Drake hy 
Ifleolas Hillard, one of the most fsmous miniature painters of the 
EHaabetban period, sold for 32,000 guineas.

Mamater portrait of a lady, also from Boraoe Walpole’s collection. 
Zt was dated 1605 and Oliver^ signature enhanced its value 
ftriw he Hillard were perhaps the masters of their craft at 
the time. The identmeatlon of the lady, on the other hand, is 
so that It lacks the historic value of the portrait of Drake. 

Conventional 

The 6,200 guineas paid lOr an unfinished miniature .by OUver 
was also a striking price. Measuring S 1/8 inches In height ft 
is a far from unique work. The catalogue says that it Is a sketch 
Cor a portrait in the collection of Queen Elisabeth. Similar versaons 
are In the rolleotlons of the Duke of Devonshire and Brindey Ford. 

Aesthetically, it is a good portrait, finely drawn, but in the 
conventional style of the late 16ih centu^.

There Is a heaviness about tbe 
production from the opening 
moment when Jupiter and Mer¬ 
cury descend JerMly from above 
sitting on a clumsy platform 
which Is swathed in what appear 
to be old sheets—deus ex machlna 
at its nadir. Only the quick 
intervention of a minor character 
prevented the platform from car¬ 
rying with it large chunks of 
scenery on its final ponderous 
exit. Tliere was, too, abundant 
evidence of under-rehearsal, from 
the whining feedback and un¬ 
predictable blasting of tbe -am¬ 
plification system to a long delay 
between the second and third 
acts. Alas, tbe curtain finally 
rose. 

Sad Moment 

For the first time I can re¬ 
member at the National Theatre, 
a section of the audience broke 
into a slow handclap. It was 
a sad moment, but the production 
deserved little better. Recently, 
the National has come under 
harsh and mainly unjustifiable 
attack. But there Is no question 
that Its West End season has 
begun disastrously. Production 
standards are slip^od and some 
of the acting Is barely com¬ 
petent. 

Just as Paul Scotield saved 
"Tbe Rules of the Game" by an 
impeccable performance, so here 
delight is provided by Geraldine 
MeSwan, purring prettily away

added confidence that they can get aloog 
without tbe Frenriz. 

A sign of the times is that English is betog 
taught on television. French is still tiu 
domlsant second language, but in the 
technical field it seetns to be losing some 
ground to English. 

In such eondiUoos the couttoued diplo¬ 
matic breach with the United States, which 
dates to 1967. when tbe Arab cations ac¬ 
cused ii of helping Israel during tbe June 
war, appears to be more and moro of as 
anomaly. 


utooss haveirecently been getting 
large pay increases, “far too much 
power has been attributed to' 
unions by tbooe looking for an 
easy expianatioo to recent Infia- 
tionary pressures,” says Leo Tkoy, 
a RutgOT University economist 
who studies union developments. 

Ad economist at the Federal 
Reserve Board says. “Tbe facts 
simply dont support the charge 
that unions have recently grown 
all-powerful and must somehow 
be curbed. The roots of our in- 
Clatloa extend far beyond union 
power—to fisesJ and monetary 
policies, tbe Vietnam war and 
some basic changes taking place 
in tbe structure of our economy.” 

In absolute terms, nearly 2D 
million UB. wwfcers belong to 
unions, govemment figures show. 
This record total dwarfs tbe num¬ 
ber of union members in such 
industrial countries as Britain 
and West Germany. 

But If viewed to terms of tbe 
total labor foree, an entirely dif¬ 
ferent picture e m e rges. Statistics 
covering eight industrial nations 
show Sweden has the highest per¬ 
centage of union membership to 
its labor force, with 43 percent. 
It is followed by Britain with 40 
percent, Italy 35 percent, the 
Netherlands 27 percent. West 
Germany 25 percent; tbe United 
States 22 percent; Japan 20 per¬ 
cent and France 16 percent. 

Cost Eelattcoship 

It Is difficult to find any close 
relationship between tbe degree 
of unionization and tiie movement 
of labor costs. Last year unit 
labor costs in Britain, rose 10.6 
percent, while such costs to West 
Germaziy roee 12.6 percent. Simi¬ 
larly. hourly earnings in both 
Sweden and Fkance rose 11 per- 
^nt, despite their wide dlsp^ty 
to unionization. 

Even work stoppages appear un¬ 
related to tbe degree M union- 
lation. According to a British 
study, 190 working days were lost 
annually per 1,000 Britiab workers 
because ot strikes during a re¬ 
cent three-year period. This com¬ 
pared with 20 days lost to the 
Netherlands. 40 in Sweden, 200 in 
Rwnee, 240 In Japan, 870 in the 
United States and 1.170 In Italy. 

UB. govemment statistics show 
that 1353 was tbe record year for 
union membership with 26 per¬ 
cent of tbe lalw foree union 
membsTB. The percentage, slowly 
dwindling since then, remained 
above 24 percent through the 
19506. At tbe start of tbe 1960s, 
St stood at 23A percent. 

Unit labor costs in 19SS, when 
nnionlation was most wide¬ 
spread. aZDounted to only 90 per¬ 
cent of the 1937-56 average. How 
unit labor costs are about 25 per¬ 
cent above the 1957-59 base. 

A large factor in the decline 


of unionisation Is tbe npld 
growth of such fields as services, 
where unions remain' relatively 
weak. Only one of every ten ser¬ 
vice workers in private industry 
bcutogs to a union. 

Mr. Troy has studied employ- 
lumt trenxls between 1047 end 
1960 and concluded that chang¬ 
ing job patterns "cost” tbe UB. 
union movement about 2.4 mil- 
linn members during tbe period. 
Membership rose three miUloD, 
but the increase would have to- 
taleil 5.4 million. Mr. Troy esti¬ 
mates. if job growth had not 
been concentrated to such areas 
as services. 

Tbe relatively rapid growth of 
wemen workers also has tended 
to reduce tbe rate of unloniza- 
tiim, analysts say. The percent¬ 
age of unionized worktog women 
has dropped stoce 1958, from 13A 
percent to 13A percent 

Factors that have tended to 
reduce unionization will continue 
to operate in the years ahead, 
many econamlsts believe. By 1975. 

It is estimated that the senice 
industries will account for about 
60 percent of total UB. employ¬ 
ment. up from Just over 50 per¬ 
cent now. In the public sector, 
federal goi'emment employment, 
where unionization runs about 50 
peceent, is expected to 'register 
little increase. But ^te and local 
government jobs, only about 10 
percent organised, aze expected 
tn grow considerably. 

The fastest-growing type of 
work between now and 1975, pro¬ 
jections Indicate, will be the 
'professional and technical'* cat¬ 
egory. abode 8 percent of which 
is utoonlzed. 

The number of non-farm labor- . 
ers ifs expected to deeUne to the 
next four years. .About 40 per¬ 
cent of these workers ere uziion- 
izpd. 

Challenges Ahead 

*Tf the trade union movement 
is to be to a strong position to 
deal with ebaUenges to the years 
ahead, it will have to catch up 
with the continuing shift in tbe 
eecuomy from goods to services,” 
Mr. Troy says. TTius for, it has 
shown only a limited capacity to 
do sc.” 

One challenge to nninrtg. econ¬ 
omists soy, is difficulty of 
orgeniztog labor to tbe South, 
where iiHinniMi.v.<fm rates ramain 
low. In recent years many indus¬ 
tries have mov^ facDltles into 
the South partly to achieve lower 
labor costs, and tine miction is 
exnvcted to continue. 

Another challenge to urtirtna ig 
widf^pread “rlght-to-work” leg¬ 
islation, state laws that forbid 
the forcing of workers to join 
union& Sueh laws are on the 
books of 19 Etates, mostly to Uie 
South.

Brandt Supports 
Trade With U.S. 

BONN. June 25 I'AP-DJ).— 
Chancellor Willy Brandt called 
on the Common Btericet today 
noi to close tbe enlarged EEC to 
trade with tbe United States. 

"What has been gained to Eu¬ 
ropean cooperation shouldn’t be 
lost in Atlantic partnership,” be 
said In a public address two days 
afeer the Luxembourg accord cn 
Britain’s entry into tbe market. 

Mr Brandt, who visited the 
Unired States last week, told the 
German Society for Foreign Fol¬ 
ic? that the United States 
worried about the posslbUity of 
growing EEC trade barriers 
against the outside world. 

“An open trading policy is in 
Europe's interest,“ he said, not¬ 
ing that economic relations be¬ 
tween the 'united States and the 
present six-member EEC have 
"developed well."

PERTH, Australia, Sateiday, 
June 26.—Police arrested 12 anti- 
apartheid demonstrators today 
following a brief but violent 
clash outside the hotel where the 
touring South African Rugby 
Union team -Is staying. 

The ■ all-white South African 
team arrived in Australia early 
Saturday for the start of a 18- 
match tour. The Springboks defi¬ 
ed threats of a tour boycott called 
agalnid them by trade union lead¬ 
ers in AnsfraUa. 

They play their first match 
Saturday a multi-racial 

Western Australian which 

includes two Maoris, two Rho¬ 
desians. a Malaysian, a Scot 
and a Briton. 

Anti-apartheid leaders called 
for massive 

egainst the Springboks, but ex¬ 
cept for a few minor sUrmishes 
the demonrirations fell flat, ac¬ 
cording to a police spokesman. 

Shortly after their South Afri¬ 
can Airways Boeing-707 arrived 
at Perth Airport, about 400 anti- 
apartheid demonstrators waved 
protest banners and chanted 
“Paint 'em black and send ’em 
back." 

But a group of about 150 vigi¬ 
lante mgby ^ppozters moved, 
among them, haring up ^wcards 
and shouldered their way to the 
fiont of the terminaL 

The vigilantes cheered, clapped 
and drowned out tbe demonstra¬ 
tors as tbe Springboks, flanked 
by police and security walked 
from tbe aircraft to the customs 
halL 

The 2T-'man party, 36 players 
and two officials, 'was officially 
welcomed by Charles Blunt, 
president of tbe Australian Rugby 
Union. They seemed nnconcem- 
ed by the rumpus around them, 
or 1^ tbe "bomb aboard oJert" 
when they landed that an air¬ 
port official termed a precaution¬ 
ary measure. 

Demonstrators tried to bloric 
tbe Springboks’ departure from 
the terminal, but the squad was 
whisked out a bock entrance as 
an elaborate ruse 'was created 
through a diverskmary disturb¬ 
ance. A demonstaating girl uni¬ 
versity student was report e d 
knocked down by a car and was 
sbakmi up, but not Injured.

Lacbner, said tbe Springboks bad 
expected a hostile arrival and 
were surprised at tbe enthu- 
siasUc welcome.
